A DAMROSCH OPERETTA

Universal Peace and Women's
Suffrage Amiably Satirized.

Bomething more than clever muslclan-
ship and skill in writing humorous verse
is necessary to make a successful oper-
etta. Old observers know this and aven
the careless listener realizes It, though
unintereated in the technical elements of
stagecraft. Vulgar humor and musical

But the aborigines are
brought In to kill the lovers, Willle Ped-
kins and Hlildegarde Tyler, who are per-
suaded by Donnybrook to kiss each other
to save thelr lives a momant befors the
expiration of tha pariod of probation. in
& twinkling Guam Is transformed Into
Arcadia and savages, soldiery and invad-
ers to Arcadia’s classic denizens. But
pow a frightfully irksome placldity rests
upon the men, while the women, exempt
from tha spell, become mllitant suf-
fragettes, quarrel about thelr lovers, seize
them as traltors and drag them off to
Washington, whara the United States

The chief charm of “A Dove of
Peace” lles In its firat act. There may be
found the hest of the dialogue, which
grows lamer and lamer as the play pro-
ceeds, There, too, are the best of the
lyrics which are really concerned with
the plot, for though Mr. Irwin's neat skill
and droll humor show themselves capital-
ly in such songs as “Prehistoric Man"
and "Far, oh Far ls the Mango Island,”
these lyrics and thelr accompanying pan-
tomime Interrupt the actlon, and the In-
termezzl sound amateurish and create
tedlum, and Mr. Damrosch's efforts’ to

make them musically Interesting are
wasted. When they are reached the
freshness of the music and (ts spon-

tanlety have vanished, and the rest of
the play !s uninteresting. But in the first
act the Interesi s malntained, and every
line of verse and every measure of musle
{s refreshment to mind and ear. Every
knower and lover of clean comedy and
well written music ought to hail the work
with gratitude and gladness.
